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Ihe Coal Supply. 
When the mercury rises readily in the 
measuring tube to the nineties, the sub- 
ject of artificial heat seems sadly out of 
place; but the facts relating to the future 
coal supply are such that we consider it 
a duty te call pubiic attention to them. 
In the first place the consumption as 
wellasthe production of coal is rapidly 
increasing. The product of the mines 
has risen from 31,116,505 tons in 1869 to 
66,200,034 tons in 1880. The Tennessee 
product in 1869 was 153,418 tons; in 1880 
it was 641,042 tons. The Alabama pro- 
duct in 1869 was only 11,000 tons, and in 
ISSO it had risen to 340,000 tons. No 
coal was mined in (Greorgia in 15869, 
but in 1880 aboat 100,000 tons 
were produced. In spite, however, of 
the increased production, a greater scar- 
city is apprehended in every part of the 
country next winter than ever before. 
Every mill and factory and forge is in 
operation, and the donestic consumption 
18 lar,ely increased by the ease and pros- 
perity of the peofle. The tendency of 
prices in Pennsylvania 1s strongly up- 
ward, andthe Montgomery Advertiser 
has information from the coal fields of 
Alabama that is by n 
‘to thesouthern consumer. The Adverti- 
ser says that although the demand for 
coal is daily increasing, no nefW coal fields 
are being opened, n@ steyfs are being 
taken in any directio jncrease the 
supply. Especially this\the case 
in the matter “ofS grate coal. 
The mines have contracts in advance; 
the demand has actually been doubled, 
and yet the output has not been in- 
creased, and probably will not be this 
year beyond the full capacity of existing 
mines. _In view of these facts, the Ad- 
vertisevery wisely urges its readers to 
procure supplies of coal while the warm 
weather prevails, lest they may have to 
coniront another coal famine, when they 
were often glad to procure even a day’s 
supply ata time. This advice of the 
Advertiser is-as good for Georgia as it is 
for Alabama, and we reprint it that our 
readers may have it before them.
